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Bonfire Tonight to Open 
Homecoming Activities 


I had to attend a meeting in 
Lubbock Sunday and on the way 
back Sunday afternoon I came 
across a rather strange sight. A 
Slaton car dealer has his building 
out on the highway that by passed 
the town and like most car dealers 
he has a used car lot as part of his 
business. 
Now I am used to seeing lots of 
things on car lots besides cars and 
trucks— boats, travel trailers, 
motor homes and even 
motor­ 
cycles—but this one topped them all. 
Located on the lot among the cars 
and trucks were three airplanes. 
And yes, I checked, the lot does not 
adjoin the airport, in fact the Slaton 
airport is halfway to Lubbock. 


This is National Newspaper Week 
and the reason this was brought to 
mind was the fact that I had to make 
a talk to the high school civics class 
on Freedom of the Press. As I 
pointed out to the class this is also 
“ National Spanish Green Olive 
Week,” 
but 
I 
decided 
to 
let 
somebody else discuss that subject. 
Since this is National Newspaper 
Week and the role of the newspaper 
becomes more and more com­ 
plicated in this fast changing world 
we live in, I thought that it might be 
well to devote a little time and space 
to this important subject. We all, at 
one time or another, have criticized 
the press either for too much 
coverage or not enough and for­ 
tunately for the press, the most 
vocal of these criticisms often comes 
from the press itself. 
Americans today take freedom of 
the press for granted and seldom 
stop to examine its meaning or 
appraise its value. Knowing the 
origin and development of press 
freedom may help understand why 
American civilization must have a 
free press or die. 
Few persons in ancient times 
could read or write. They were 
dominated by leaders who, backed 
by prophets and priests, proclaimed 
their god given right to rule and 
perpetuate their rule. Freedom of 
expression in politics and religion 
was suppressed. Until printing 
presses started spreading ideas, 
there was no means of mass com­ 
munication. The world hasn’t been 
the same since. 
It was 250 years after Gutenberg 
developed the printing press that 
licensing of printers and newspapers 
was abondoned in England. Efforts 
to muffle and muzzle the press 
continued for still another IOO years, 
but with decreasing success as 
people realized how closely their 
freedom was linked with a free 
press. 
Church and state leaders in the 
American colonies disapproved of 
freedom of thought and expression, 
believing control of the press 
essential to preserve public morality 
and maintain constituted authority. 
So, when newspapers first appeared, 
they were promptly suppressed or 
licensed and heavily censored. 
Early American patriots would 
have been unable to marshal public 
opinion and spread the news of their 
actions without the printers and 
publishers who risked imprisonment 
and bankruptcy to critize the 
colonial government and agitate for 
independence. 
Historian David Ramsey said, “In 
establishing 
American 
in­ 
dependence, the pen and the press 
had a merit equal to that of the 
sword.” 
The first significant victory for 
freedom of the press in America was 
I 
won in court in 1735 by John Peter 
Zenger against a libel charge. It 
established the right of the press to 
publish news or criticism 
of 
government officials, if the facti 
published were true.

NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


I had to attend a meeting in 
Lubbock Sunday and on the way 
back Sunday afternoon 
I 
came 
across a rather strange sight. A 
Slaton car dealer has his building 
out on the highway that by passed 
the town and like most car dealers 
he has a used car lot as part of his 
business. 
Now I am used to seeing lots of 
things on car lots besides cars and 
trucks— boats, travel trailers, 
motor homes and even 
motor­ 
cycles—but this one topped them all. 
Located on the lot among the cars 
and trucks were three airplanes. 
And yes, I checked, the lot does not 
adjoin the airport, in fact the Slaton 
airport is halfway to Lubbock. 


This is National Newspaper Week 
and the reason this was brought to 
mind was the fact that I had to make 
a talk to the high school civics class 
on Freedom of the Press. As I 
pointed out to the class this is also 
“ National Spanish Green Olive 
Week,” 
but 
I 
decided 
to 
let 
somebody else discuss that subject. 
Since this is National Newspaper 
Week and the role of the newspaper 
becomes more and more com­ 
plicated in this fast changing world 
we live in, I thought that it might be 
well to devote a little time and space 
to this important subject. We all, at 
one time or another, have criticized 
the press either for too much 
coverage or not enough and for­ 
tunately for the press, the most 
vocal of these criticisms often comes 
from the press itself. 
Americans today take freedom of 
the press for granted and seldom 
stop to examine its meaning or 
appraise its value. Knowing the 
origin and development of press 
freedom may help understand why 
American civilization must have a 
free press or die. 
Few persons in ancient times 
could read or write. They were 
dominated by leaders who, backed 
by prophets and priests, proclaimed 
their god given right to rule and 
perpetuate their rule. Freedom of 
expression in politics and religion 
was suppressed. Until printing 
presses started spreading ideas, 
there was no means of mass com­ 
munication. The world hasn’t been 
the same since. 
It was 250 years after Gutenberg 
developed the printing press that 
licensing of printers and newspapers 
was abondoned in England. Efforts 
to muffle and muzzle the press 
continued for still another IOO years, 
but with decreasing success as 
people realized how closely their 
freedom was linked with a free 
press. 
Church and state leaders in the 
American colonies disapproved of 
freedom of thought and expression, 
believing control of the press 
essential to preserve public morality 
and maintain constituted authority. 
So, when newspapers first appeared, 
they were promptly suppressed or 
licensed and heavily censored. 
Early American patriots would 
have been unable to marshal public 
opinion and spread the news of their 
actions without the printers and 
publishers who risked imprisonment 
and bankruptcy to critize the 
colonial government and agitate for 
independence. 
Historian David Ramsey said, “In 
establishing 
American 
in­ 
dependence, the pen and the press 
had a merit equal to that of the 
sword.” 
The first significant victory for 
freedom of the press in America was 
won in court in 1735 by John Peter 
Zenger against a libel charge. It 
established the right of the press to 
publish news or 
criticism 
of 
government officials, if the facti 
published were true.

But this was by no means the end 
of government 
interference and 
harassm ent of newspapers. They 
were goaded and annoyed by 
discriminatory taxation and other 
oppressive acts until the Declaration 
of Independence was adopted, the 
Revolutionary War fought, and the 
guarantees of free speech were 
written into the United States 
Constitution. 
Attempts continue down to the 
present day to abridge or restrict the 
right of the press to report certain 
types of news, to comment freely on 
the government, or to criticize the 


actions of public officials. 
It is the absence of licensing that 
makes newspapers free. It is the 
absence of restraints — within 
responsibility 
— 
that 
defines 
freedom. 
That 
is 
the 
essential 
character of our political process, 
and the vigilance of newpapers in 
keeping taxpaying 
citizens fully 
informed is one of the primary 
factors in preserving and protecting 
individual freedom in our nation. 
No, the “ Press” and this includes 
both the printed word 
and the 
electronic word, is not always right, 
it is not perfect and it sometimes 
abuses its power, but it is still the 
only thing that stands between you 
and slavery. A democracy can not 
work without an informed public and 
it is only through a free press thai 
the public can remain informed and 
alert.
